“The terms on which the boys are paid 
are altered and the messengers seem sat-

The break tame when one of the messen- 
gers out “ Der’s nothin’ to it, kids,”

was settied. 

The boys had no scale to submit when 


»they asked the managers of the Illinois Dis- 


trict Telegraph company for a conference. 
They were tired of being “ out ’’ and accept- 
ed what was given them, apparently happy 
in the thought that their days of picketing, 
fighting, and evading the policé were over. 


Boys Concede All Points. 

The messengers will be paid a stipulated 
amount each month instead of a cent anda 
half a message. When they went out they 
demanded a wage of $1 a day and they will 
get 75 cents. They wanted eight hours work, 
and they must work ten. However, the set- 
tlement leaves them with more certain hours 
of work and more definite wages. Hereto- 
fore they have averaged eleven hours and 
their pay has been on the basis of 14% cents 
@ message. They demanded recognition of 
the union and they did not get it. ~ - 

Still, they seemed content and the peace 
agreement was signed by the managers of 
the company and the officers of the boys’ 
organization. 

“De strike is settled if de agreement is 
raterfied by de union,” was the way one of 
the boys it’ after the conference was 


over. 
Boys to Vote Today.’ 

isl ratification, if it comes at all, will be 
given this morning when the boys assemble 
at 104 Randolph street in what up to the hour 
of peace was to have been a meeting to ar- 
range for means to carry on the strike.

The police believe the woman was drugged 


for purposes of robbery, and that she was 


stranged when she resisted. 


| Police Told of Death. 

At about 1 o'clock in the morning Detec- 
tives Matthews, Mullins, and Abbey were 
standing at Kinzie and Wells streets, when a 
man, whose name is not known, walked up 
to them and said that a woman had just died 
in a rear room of O’Hara’s saloon. The de- 
tectives asked him the cause of death, and 
the man replied: 

“O, she just and .mys- 
teriousty.”’ 

The man walked on : the detectives 
went to the saloon. About the tables men 
and women were drinking and seemed to be 
ignorant of the woman’s death. The de- 
tectives passed through the saloon to a 
wineroom in the rear. 

When they pushed opem the door they saw 
the body of the woman hying on the floor. 
The head was against the wall. The wom- 
an’s clothing was GeeETeaES as if froma 
struggle. 

On the left side of her head a wound 
from which the blood was flowing: The 
woman's face was black and on her neck 
were marks which indicated she had been 
strangled to death. 


Police Start an Inquiry. _ 

The East Chicago avenue police station 
was notified, and Sergeant Swift and a num- 
ber of policemen hurried to the saloon. No 
one was allowed to leave until the detectives 
had finished questioning the occupants. 

From the examination of those in the sa- 
loon it was learned, the police say, that Gough 
had entered the saloon with the woman. 
Gough, who was found standing at the bar, 
was at once arrested. : 

He said that he had met the woman on 
the street, that he had talked with her, and 
finally asked her to go to the saloon and | 
have a drink.

LEGED POSTOFFICE THIEVES. 


Fusillade of Shots Exchanged, Fol- 
lowed by a Hand to Hand Struggle 
Before the Mem Are Captuged — 
Stamps Valued at $1,500 Recovered 

' and Much Other Stolen Property Is 
Found—Names of Prisoners With- 
held Pending an Investigation. 


Surfounded by policemen, with whom they 
exchanged a fusiliade of revolver shots, 
three men, said to be robbers of poetoffices 
and express ‘offices, were captured In South 
Chicago last night. 

Retreating and firing as they retired, the 
men were attacked from the rear, when, 
their revolvers no longer servicemble, they 
engaged in a hand to hand encounter in a 
last effort to escape. Ovefwhelmed by num- 
bers, the two were compelled to surrender. 

They were taken to the South Chicago sta- 
tion, and in a sack they carnjed the polce 
say $1,500 worth of postage stamps was 
found. The names of the prisonersare with- 
held pending an investigation. 


Police Put on Their Guard. 

Capt. Shippy received a telegram early in 
the evening notifying him that the men were 
on a Lake Shore train dnd that they had 
planned to leave the cars at One Hundredth 
street, where the train slows up to cross 
other tracks. ‘ $ | 
-Capt. Shippy loaded the patrol wagon, the 
ambulance, and his private buggy with 
policemen. The Wagon was sent east of the 
tracks to drive to One Hundredth street. 
The ambulance-was sent to the south to in- 
tercept escape in that direction, and Capt. 
Shippy was driven to the north. At the 


} tracks the captain took possession of a hand 


car and ordered two railroad laborers to 
hurry him to the crossing. 


Open Fire on Shippy.

There was no time to shoot and the men 
fought In a hand to hand struggle Fiynn 
and Smith were too powerful for thé twé 
men they.had seized and were overcoming 
them, when the third man went to the assist- 
ance of his companions. At the same time 
the force of the ambulance and others from 
the petrol wagon hurried to the place, and 
after a fight captured the trio. 

Tn their battle the men had been prevented 
from trying to escape by running because 
of a large sack that they carried and which 
they evidently hoped to saye. When the 


station this sack was opened and wae found 
to contain one cent postage and some In- 
ternal revenue stamps, which, the police say, 
amounted to $1,600. 


Many Robberies in Indiana. 

Other booty was in the sack, and the men 
are said to have had plunder congealed about 
their clothing. The police will not divulge 
the nature of this property, nor will they give 
a complete lst of the towns where the men 
are said to be wanted on charges of robbery. 

Three of the towns are Hobart, Valparaiso, 
and Calumet. Property taken from an ex- 
press office and stamps said to have been 
stolen there are said to have been part of the 
goods recovered.

INVITE AN OPEN INQUIRY. 


Declare Courts Martial Are Farces 
and War Department Hides 
Facts to Save “Honor” 

and Protect Guilty. 


Lake George, N. Y., July 27.—[Special.}— 
Edwin Burritt Smith of Chicago, Carl 
Schurz, Moorfield Story, Herbert Welsh, and 
Charlies Francis Adams, constituting a com- 
mittee appointed by the anti-imperialists at 
their meeting in New York last spring to In- 
vestigate conditions in the Philippines, today 
returned their verdict, finding the officers and 
privates of the United States army in the 
Philippines guilty of the following’ crimes: 

Kidnaping and murder under circumstances 
of aggravated brutality. 

‘Robbery. 

Torture, both of men and women, and rape. 

The infliction of the death penalty on evi- 
dence by torture. 

The ant}imperialists issued this opinion 
in direct reply, to President Roosevelt's re- 
cent review of the case of Gen. Jacob 'H.

Utter Demoralization of Army. 


The committee declares that the com- 
manders in the Philippines by their examples 
have incited their subordinates to the tor- 
ture of natives, and that this has resulted in 
the utter demoralization of the army and 
the destruction of all sense of morality. It 
claims that in one.district after a general 
used the phrase, “ Kill and burn,” 100,000 
natives out &f a total of 300,000 perished, 
and that in Samar fire and sword held full 
sway. The committee claims it has proof

Asks for an Investigation. 

In setting forth all its allegations re 
garding the conduct of the army the com- 
mittee calle upon the president to make 4 
thorough investigation. 

Tie open letter of the committee to the 
president is as follows: 

“On the 16th of April last the seeretary of 
war, under your personal order, issued a 
‘memorandum’ of instructions sent to 
Gen. Chaffee reiating to outrages and atts 
of torture alleged to have been perpetrated 
in the Philippines. Shortly after a meet- 
ing of persone interested therein was held 
in New Yerk. At this meeting we were 
appointed a committee ‘to take all neces- 
sary steps to effect the full disclosure of all 
facts connected with processes and execu- 
tions in the course of military operations 
in the Philippine islands,’ The @uty thus im- 
posed has since engaged our attention, and 
in the performance thereof we have inves- 
tigated many cases of alleged outrage, be- 
sides otherwise seeking to inform ourselves 
in relation ‘thereto. 


Praises President in Smith Case. 

“In this connection we now desire to ex. 
press the gratification afforded us by your 
‘review’ on the l4th inst., as commander- 
in-chief, of the findings of the court-martial 
in the case of Gen. Jacob H. Smith. Taken 
in connection with the previous memoran- 
dum of April 15 that review will, In our‘opin- 
fon, do much toward the re@stablishment of 
the national prestige and the restoration of 
the morale of the army. At this time, there- 
fore, it is of more than a national, it is dis 
tinctly of international service, for, brought 
into new rélations with remote and, possibiy, 
less developed races, it is manifestly above 
all desirable that the United States should 
alm to elevate others to a higher standard 
rather than itself sink to a lower. 

‘* Especially opportune, in our judgment, is 
your commendable reminder to officers in 
high and responsible positions that in a war- 
fare with national dependents, such as that 
recently waged by us in the east, it behooves 
all such officers to be ‘ peculiarly careful in 


proper moral check over any acts of an im- 
proper character by thelr subordinates.* 
The level here reached is lofty and in healthy 


contrast with that spirit, far too prevalent, 


which seeks excuse, if not justification; for 
the excesses of the present in every instance 
of inhumanity which can possibly be ex- 
humed either from colonial history, other- 
wise happily forgotten, or from the regret- 
table recorde of Indian warfare. 


Submits Its Own Findings. 

“ While thus, however, expressing our sense 
of obligation, we wish most respectfully to 
call your attention to certain conclusions 
which we have, in the course of our own in- 
quiries, found ourselves compelled to reach, 
These conclusions, we are not unaware, may 
be somewhat at variance by those reached 
by you; none the less, In stating them our 
desire is tor contribute, if in our power to do 
s0, to the ends set forth In the memorandum 
to Gen. Chaffee of April 15. 


Says Demoralization Is General. 

“Coming directly to the point and speaking 
historically, our investigations have led us to 
conelude that the demoralization of the offi- 
cers and soldiers in the Philippines, including 
all branches of the service and all grades of 
rank, was far more general, as well as pro- 
nounced, than might be inferred from your

To pro- 
ceed otherwise is, in our judgment, merely 
to add cant and hypocrisy to cruelty.

Takes Up Water Cure. 


“At first also the charges of the infliction 
of torture by the so-called ‘ water cure’ met 
with an indignant denial. One general, re- 
cently promoted for the capture/or killing 
of those whose bread and salt he, starving, 
had just begged for and eaten, even went 
to the length of recording his belief that 
in no case had ‘the water cure’ ever been 
administered by an American. 
“When the actual notoriety of the practice 
thus denied was proven, evidence of utter 
moralizatio found in the testimony 
ven before sy thetic court martials by 
others, apparently inclined to be humorous, 
‘to the effect that, before administering to 
others a torture not unknown to those fa- 
miliar with the processes of the medieval 
inquisition, they, had first had it tried on 
themselves. And so applied, they had found 
it productive of no injurious effects; in certain 
cases even, they alleged, it had proved most 
beneficial to the health. With a state of de- 
moralization such as evidence of this charac- 
ter implies in both witness and tribunal, it is 
not easy to deal either seriously or with 
patience. The impudence of the mockery is

Freed for “Honor of Army.” 
*“ Where in other cases inquiry revealed the 
systematic use of torture by subordinates 
the officer in responsible command is pro- 
nounced free from blame on the ground that 
his praiseworthy absorption in other duties 
of his position was so complete that such 
trivial incidents failed to attract his notice. 
Such a finding is certainly suggestive: it is 
also reminiscent of Dreyfus incidents; but 
in France, as here, honor of the army was 
alleged tobe assailed. Much, indeed, has 
in these connections been heard of the ‘ honor 
of the army,’ French and American. May 
we be permitted to sugest that the good 
name of the United States now, as in France

Custom to Kill Wounded. 


“ Finally, every. severity known to a state 
of war-—practices which have excited the 
specia] reprobation of the American people 
when reported as features of the hostilities 
in Cuba under the Spanish régime or ‘in 
south Africa during the Boer war—have been 
of undisputed and frequent occurrence in 
the Philippines. 

“From the early beginning of operation 
there it has been the general practice, if not 
actually the order, to Kill those wounded in 
conflict, and in this matter the depth of the 
general demoralization reached can per- 
haps best be studied in the statement of an 
officer high in co and when confronted 
with statistics, undéniably showing that the 
killed of the enemy in all engagements with 
us largely outnumbered the wounded and 
the prisoners combined, that this unprece- 
dented resultt—admitting of but one explana- 
tion—was due to the fact that our soldiers 
were so trained as marksmen that they al- 
most invariably struck vital points, and, 
moreover, that the Filipinos even ‘in panic 
flight made a practice of carrying off their 
wounded with them. Such evidence, gravely 
given, is not only proof exclusive of utter 
military demoralization, but we stibmit, it is 
with difficulty distinguished from what is 
usually known as audacious mendacity. 


As to Concentration Camps. 


“In Mke manner as respects concentration 
camps. These, as a feature in réctent Span- 
ish and south African operations, excited in 
us as a people the deepest indignation, com- 
bined with the most profound sympathy for 
{those thus unmercifully dealt with. When 
resorted to by our officials in the Philippines 
these camps are represented as a species of 
recreation grounds, into which the inhabi- 


} tants of large districts rejoiced to be drawn, 


and from which they departed with sorrow. 
Reports to which we can, on the other hand, 
refer in a responsible army journal, give of 
them accounts not essentially different from 
the accounts received of similar camps es- 
tablished elsewhere. By one army officer 
they have been likened to ‘ suburbs of hell.’ 

‘YMeanwhile the most persistent effort 
on our part has failed to obtain from the war 
department or any official sources statistics 
of disease or mortality in those camps. The 
published statistics relating to the British 
camps in south Africa of a similar nature 
were, on the contrary, precise and periodical. 
Such being the case, the reports of our medi- 
cal inspectors on the concentration camps 
in the Philippines are contrary to reason 
and opposed to-all human experience.

Doubt Root and Roosevelt. 


“In the course of a communication ad- 
dressed to the chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on the Philippines, on the 14th of 
February, the secretary of war, the Hon. 
Elihu Root, took occasion to express himself 
as follows: ‘ The war in the Philippines has 
been conducted by the American army with 
scrupulous regard for the rules of civilized 
warfare. With careful and genufne consid- 
eration for the prisoner and the noncom- 
batant, with self restraint, and with human- 
ity never surpassed, if ever equaled, in any 
conflict, worthy only of praise and refiecting 
credit upon the American people.’ 

“These words of sweeping commendation 
and unqualified fhdorsement were written 
by .the honorable secretary when all the 
essential facts since brought to light were 
within his official cognizance. You have 
given public assurance that the secretary is 
more desirous than yourself even, if that be 
possible, to probe to the bottom every re- 
sponsible allegation of outrage and torture, 
to the end that nothing be concealed, and ho 
man be for any reason favored or shielded, 

“The draft on our credulity thus presented 
is large, but we accept your assurance. 
Meanwhile, permit us to point out that: such 
sweeping and somewhat uncalled for com- 
mendation and approval, so far as we are 
advised, altogether unprecedented in charac- 
ter, coming directly, and in the: midst of 
active operations, from the fountain head of 
military authority, is scarcely calculated ‘ to 
keep a moral check over acts of an improper 
eharacter by subordinates.’ It is charitable 
to assume that the pressure of official busi- 
ness at the time of the communication re- 
ferred to was such that the secretary failed 
to recall what correspondence had brought 
to his notice or fully to advise himself as to 
what the files of his department might have 
to disclose@ 


Obstructed by Officials. 


“guch are certain of the conclusions 
preached by us from as careful a study as it 
has been in our power to make of the facts 
thus far procurable. We have endeavored 
to supplement and perfect the evidence, but 
our efforts to that end encountered obstruc- 
tive embarrassments. We presented a 
formal memorial to congress, asking for a 
complete and impartial investigation to be 
made on the spot. No action was taken 
thereon. We sought to have witnesses called 
by the senate Philippine committee and.a 
more complete inquiry instituted in which 
both sides could be heard. Our efforts were 
unavailing. Finally, when evidence led up 
to the threshold of revelation, officers of 
the paper department of the army appointed 
to make inquiry reported that ‘ considera- 
tions of public policy, sufficiently: grave to 
silence every other: demand, required t 
no further action be taken.’ It was ap 
hended that ‘ facts would develop implicat- 
ing many others.’ Again, was there danger 
that ‘the honor of the army ’ would be as- 
sailed. So further investigation was sum- 
marily stopped. '

compelled to take issue with you on one im- 
portant point.. In your ‘ review’ of July 14 
you say,’ ‘ umversally the higher of- 
. ficers have borne themselves as to supply 
the necessary check over acts of an improper 
character by their subordinates.’ 

“We, on the contrary, have found our- 
selves compelled to the belief that the acts 
referred to were far more general—the de- 
moralization more all pervasive. This, we 
submit, and are prepared to show, is es- 
tablished by the evidence before the senate 
Philippine committee by the finding'’s of the 
courts partially published or on the files of 
the war department and by the documentary 

already accessible. There is indeed 
no tribunal before which further proofs 
could be adduced. 


Make Four Grave Charges. 


“‘ None the less, from the scanty material 
thus by mere chance made accessible to us 
here, many thousand miles from the scene, 
and long after the time of these occurrences, 
we hold ourselves ready to direct your at- 
tention to concrete cases, the investigation 
of which would demonstrate the followin 
criminal acts, contrary to all recogniz 
rules and usages of war, on the part of offi- 
cers and soldiers of the United States:

Washington People Not Surprised by 
Anti-Imperialistic Attack on the 
Army and Deny Allegations.

Washington, D. C., July 27.—{Special. 
Little surprise was manifested here over tee 
open ljetter of the anti imperialists to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The ¢harges of genera! de- 
moralization of the officers ‘arid mén of the 
army and of brutal outrages are simply a re- 
iteration of those made on the floor of the 
Senate .by the democrats, who were con-

Many of these charges have been proved 
to be utterly “untrue, but the anti imperial- 
ists, whose sole aim seems to be to blacken 
the name of the army, persist in reiterating 
the general and unfounded charges. .

The bacteriologists are not 
certain that it is infected with cholera germs. 


New College for Manila. 

Commissioner Bernard Moses, head of the 
department of public instruction fer the 
Philippine islands, is perfecting plans for 
the organization of a college in Manila for 
the training of Filipino teachers. His plans 
provide for the instruction of the children 
in the morning by Filipino teachers and in 


the afternoon by Americans. The object is 


to fit Filipinos for the task which American 
teachers fre now performing, it being con- 
sidered inadvisable to continue to import 


and maintain American teachers. The plans 


will later be extended to other parts of the 
island.

‘ROOT SAYS IDEA OF FORCIBLE AC- 


TION NEVER OCCURRED. 


Declares Administration Has Always 
Sought Settlement Satisfactory to 
CathoHe Orders in the Philippines— 
Writes Paper Stating That All Re- 

. ligions Are Given Fair Treatment in 
‘Schools and Majority of Teachers 
Belong to Roman Church. 


Washington, D. C., July 27.—[Special. ]— 
Secretary Root is authority for the state- 
ment. that the administration had never 
thought of forcibly expelling the friars from 
the Philippines. Immediately prior to his 
departure for Europe Secretary Root said to 
the New Century, a Catholic weekly: 

“T wish to give especial emphasis to the 
idea that in this deeply complicated problem 
President Roosevelt has sought with single- 
ness of intention to act in a thoroughly just 
manner. Some newspapers give a false im- 
pression of .his high minded intentions by 


the use of phrases that he in no Way coun- 


tenanced. For instance, it was said that 
Mr. Roosevelt and I had determined that the 
friars must be expelled. This word is en- 
tirely misleading. Expelled? Why, -the 
veriest tyro in the law knows that there is 
no shadow of a constitutional pretext by 
which the friars or any other body of men 
ean be forcibly expelled from American ter- 
ritory. Such assertions have merely in- 
“We never sought the forcible exclusion 
of the friars, and what we now desire is that 
Pope Leo, having jurisdiction over the re- 
ligious orders, “direct that the Spanish orders 
be withdrawn and other priests substituted 
for their members. I am well aware that the 
Filipinos are a Catholic people who cherish 
their religious convictions deeply and ten- 
derly. They depend upon the church for 
which they have so profound a respect. 


Filipino Always Catholic. 


“As one who has at least some slight 
knowledge of the Filipino mind, gathered 
from the reports of observers, I am-.con- 
vinced that beyond the shadow of a doubt 
the Filipino is umalterably a Catholic. To 
speak of nothing’ else, the great beauty of 
your ceremonial attracts him. .The austere 
barrenness of the Quaker meeting house or 
the average conventicle of any Protestant 
denomination would make no appeal to his 
nature and the drift of his sympathies and 
his intellectual and emotional interests. The 
Filipino is a Catholic, and I am convinced 
that he will remain a Catholic. The Catho- 
lic church is, and ought to remain, an im- 
portant element in the life, peace, prosperity, 
and progress of the Philippine islands. 


Withdrawal Good for Church. 


“The question of the withdrawal of the 
friars we have solved along lines that we 
believe to be for the generai good. It will 
certainly be for the good of‘*the Catholic 
church, whose efforts would be crippled by 
the mrnistration of a clergy to which the 
body of the people are politically hostile. 
Should we attempt to restore the friars to 
the parishes under the same police protec- 
tion which the government of the United 
States is bound to extend to any other Span- 
ish subjects residing in the islands it will 
be regarded by the people as an act of the 
government, and thus retard the pacification 
of the archfpelago. 


Fair Treatment in Schools. 

“ With r ‘tothe school question, you 
have again my unqualified assurance that 
the government is acting with absolute fair 
mindedness. If you believe that the num- 


ber of Catholic district superintendents is. 


small, you must remember that we had diffi- 
culty in securing Catholic teachers quali- 
fled by experience for the positions. Neither 
must the fact be ignoned that Father Mc- 
nnon is a member of the schoo! board of 
ila, whose work and whose influence is 
of decisive importance. Then, too, in the 
heat of discussion the -fact’ is sometimes 
pressed out of view that out of an aggregate 
of: 5, teachers in the Philippines public 
schools 3,500 are Catholica.

With s to Gen. Bragg’s case it is 
stated by officials of the state department 


“that the papers are now before the president 


‘awaiting his action. No doubt is felt at the 
department that Gen. Bragg must’ be re- 
lieved, but it is said the president is disposed 
to give him a transfer and not to dismiss 
him from the service... It takes time to ar- 
range a transfer, and this is perhaps the ex- 
planation of the delay of the president in 
atting. An official stated today that the ad- 
ministration’s views regarding the consul 
general's conduct would be known in a few 
days. 

The Cubans will probably not entirely relish 
the retention of Gen. Bragg in the servicg, 
but their view on this score will receive no. 
consideration. 

An earnest effort is being made by Amer- 
icans interested in the Isle of Pines to induce 
this government to hasten the negotiations 
for its transfer to the United States. Re- 
ports recéived by the state department from 
Minister Squires show that he is receiving 
numerous letters from Americans inter- 
ested in the island. The department does 
not propose to expedite the negotiations 
which will determine the future sovereignty 
of the territory. Secretary Hay before he 
left Washington announced that this subject 
would go over until the fall, when it will be 
discussed in connection with the question of 
the coaling stations, which Cuba will grant 
t® this government. 


Within a short time the Philippine islands

Prisoners Desperate Men. 

The desperate character of the two pris- 
oners, one of whom was under sentence for 
seven years for assaulting and robbing a 
woman, adds to this belief. 

The sentry was Harry Treat, a private in 


- M company, Twentieth infantry. On Sat- 


utday afternoon he was given charge of 
Carl Rodenberger and Frank Ennis, general 
prisoners, who were put to work clearing 


- away the underbrush in the south end of the 


reservation, near the hospital. The prisoners 
were to have been kept at work for four. 
hours, and the sentry was to return them 


to the guardhouse and be relieved at 5 o’clock. 


The working party was entirely surround- 
ed by bushes, and there was no one nearer 
than the hospital, a hundred yards away. 
A cry could hardly have been heard there. 
A quarter of a mile northeast were the sta- 
bles, but no one was at work there at that 
time of day. 


Sentry Fails to Report. 

When the time for the return of the pris- 
oners came all of the sentries reported ex- 
cept Treat. The prison officer waited fifteen 
minutes for him, and then a detachment of 
soldiers was sent out to look forhim. When 
they came to the place where the prisoners 
had been working they found that a spot 
not more than five yards square had been 
cleared. It could not hav 
an hour to do this, and Tt became evident 
that the escaping prisoners must have had 
at least three hours’ start. 

Adjutant Burnham immediately organized 
searching parties, but before they couid 
cover more than the woods immediately 
surrounding the reservation darkness came 
cn, and the hunt was given up for the night. 
Where Treat and the prisoners had been sta 
tioned the ground was torn up, and the sol- 
diers thought they saw evidences of a strug- 


gle, 

Search for Men Is Vain. 
Yesterday morning the search was re- 
gumed, and every foot of ground within two 
miles of the resérvation was gone over. 
Highwood, where prisoners are somtimes 
hidden, was searched from one end to the 
other, but not a trace of the three men 
could be found. Although they escaped in 
daylight, no one was found who had seen 
them. The prisoners must have gone south, 
because a sentry line was stretched across 
the reservation north of them. 

The case is one of the most puzzling that 
has come to the attention of the officers of 
the post for years. Treat was in the guard- 
house for a minor offense only a week ago, 
and might have formed a ‘conspiracy with 


‘the prisoners to escape at that time. There 


was also a fine of $40 hanging over him. He 
was considered a good soldier, however, and 
the officer of the guard had no hesitation in 
assigning him to sentry duty. 


Pardon Comes with Flight. 
“Rodenberger was a deserter from the 
Twenty-ninth infantry, and was sentenced 
to a long term of imprisonment. Some time 
ago his friends started a movement to se- 
cure his release and discharge from the army 
on the ground that he wasill. The petition 


had gone to the commander of the depart-, A 


ment of the lakes, and his pardon arrived at 
the post on the same afternoon that he dis- 
appeared. It was to have taken effect today. 

Ennis, the other prisoner, was sentenced 
to eight years in the guardhouse for assult- 
ing and robbing Mary Linquist, a domestic 
in the officers’ quarters.

March in Annual Parade After Cover- 


ing Image of St. Mary with Their | 


Donations of Cash and Jewelry— 
Thousands Witness Peculiar Re-

Three hundred Italians and Poles marched 
in parade down Page street to Sixty-ninth 
street and over to Wood street, then ran 
in’ confusion ‘back to thé Bt.

streets, yesterday afternoon. 
The parade was one of the features of the 
annual festival given in honor of the patron 


saint ofthe church. Preceding it was enacted 


one of the most unique religious ceremonies 
held in Chicago. After high mass in the 


‘ morning the statue of St. Mary was brought 


out to the porch of the church and placed 
on a pedestal. Then men, women, and chil- 
dren crowded forward and gave their money 
and jewelry to the treasurer of the church, 
who announced in stentorian tones the names 
of the givers and. the amount given, at the 
same time showing to the crowd on the 
steps the gift. He handed it to a member 
of the church, who pinned it on the dress 
of the statue. 

The gifts came so fast that three men 
pinned for a half hour until the statue was 
almost covered with money and jewelry. 
Father. Cosimi, pastor of the church, estimat- 


ed that nearly $600 surrounded the image. The 


pieces of jewelry were raffied later in the day, 
and the money turned over to the church. 
Those who procured the trinkets at the raffle 


returned them to their owners. 


Bid to Carry Statue. 
After the presentation to the saint came 


‘the bidding for the privilege of helping carry 


the statue and its canopy in the procession, 
Bidding was lively, for it is considered a 
great honor for an Italian to march through 


the strests with the statue on his shoulder. 
For weeks members have formed parties for 


the purpose of gaining the distinction, but 
yesterday twelve outsiders secured the honor 
with a bid of $100, leaving the church people 
somewhat disgruntled.

_ HEALTH DEPARTMENT SAYS. 


Volunteer Medical Inspectors Thanked 
and Public Is Urged to Boil Lake 


Water Before Drinking. 


The weekly bulletin of the health depart- 
ment, issued last evening, thanks the volun- 
teer medical inspectors for work they are 
doing in the poorer districts and then em- 
phasizes the danger from impure milk, say- 


“There is all the more need for keeping 
milk sweet at the present time, since the fre- 
quent rains have made pasturage so rank and 
watery that a much larger proportion than 
usual-of the milk supply is deficient in butter 
fat and other nutrient qualities. Fully one- 


twelfth of all samples. now examined in the 
laboratory are below the ordinance standard 


in this respect, and a large number of suits 
have been begun against the venders of this 
poor milk. 

‘The total deaths reported last week were 
520—one more than the previous week, but 
ninety-seven fewer than in the correspond- 
ing week of.last year. The high temperature 
accoumts for the excess of the week of 1901, 
when there were sixty-eight, or 24 per cent 
more deaths under 5 than last week, and 
eighteen deaths from sunstroke, while there 
was only one last week. 

‘There is the usual seasonal increase of 
typhoid and the other impure water dis- 
eases. While the heavy and frequent rains 
have not affected the water supply as they 
would have done four years ago—before the 
diversion of-the Twelfth street and Twenty- 
second street sewers—there ig still need for 
boiling all hydrant water to be used for drink- 
ing purposes.”

Prof. Atwood proved last 
summer that there had been two glacial 
epochs tn the Wasatch mountaing, and this 
year he has proved that the same has been 
the case in the Uinta’ mountains. He and 
his students have discovered a glacial mo- 
raine 1,000 feet high, which is one of the larg- 
est in America. 

A party of thirteen, under the direction 
of Miss Zonia Baber and Prof. Ira D; Meyers 
of the School of Education, will startghortly 
to make a tour of the Lake Superior region, 
studying the geological configuration of the 
land around the great tniand sea.

Still another 
group of eight has just returned from Devil's 
lake and the southern part of Wisconsin, 
where they have been working under the 
instruction of Blackwelder.

The depart- 
ment of geology makes these expeditions an 
important part of its work, amd gives gen- 
erous university credit for the work done. 
Prof. Salisbury, however, when asked by a 
student the other day, how mush credit 
would be given for the two months’ trip his 
party was going to make, replied brusquely 
that this was not a matter of majors and 
minors, but of gaining information.

STORM DAMAGE IN EUROPE. 


British Crops Destroyed, Shipping Bat- 
tered, and Much,Loss Caused on 
the’Continent. 


LONDON, July 27.—The gale which prevail- 

ed in England on Saturday caused great de=" 
struction to crops throughout the United 
Kingdom. Incoming steamers report ter- 
rific weather on the Atlantic. The: rough 
Weather continued round the British coasts 
Sunday evening, and ;has been general 
‘throughout Europe.. A cyclone occurred in 
the Liege district of KReigium on Saturday. 
Navigation on the Liege and Mastericht 
canal was stopped by fallen trees, and the 
greater portion of the crops were destroved 
or hopelessly damaged. Enormous injury 
was done in the town of Liege.

MAY BE CROWNED IN BATH CHAIR 


London Paper Thinks King Edward Will 


Have to Be Carried Through the © 
Coronation Service. 


LONDON, July 28, 3.a..m.—The Standard 
this morning, referring to the health of King 
Edward, expresses the opinion that his 
majesty will only be able to-attend the coro- 
nation in a bath chair as an invalid. It is 
stated that while the king is getting better, he 
is still unable to walk oreven stand. -Yester- 
day he used for the first time his new in- 
valid chair, in which he is able to propel him- 

self about the deck of his yacht. 
The Standard, however, points out that 
King Edward has been for five weeks in a re- 


cumbent position. His wound is not healed 


yet. In short, according to the paper, he is 
still an invalid, and théugh the prospects 
of his being, able to-safely go through the 
coronation on Saturday week are much 
more assured than they were, he is only 
expected to do it as‘an invalid. — 

It transpires that though the date of the 
coronation was set at the doctors’ consent 
they have not committed themselves to any 
direct statement. The king on board his 
yacht, however, has made uninterrupted 
progress, and the risks of complications have 
steadily diminished. The only danger appre- 
hended in the ordinary course is a chill, to 
which convalescents are rather lable. 

The prominence given by such a cautious 
paper as the Standard to the continued weak- 
ness of the king is sure to revive the gloomier 
conjectures regarding the coronation. It is 
certain, however, that his majesty is de- 
termined to go through the ceremony on Aug. 
Y if it is physically possible for him to do 
so, even though; he has to be carried. 


RUSSIA HINTS AT TARIFF WAR. 


American Attitude on Sugar Tariff the 
Basis of a Threat from the 


Russian Ministry. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 27.—The different 
organs of the ministry of finance publish 
an identical article on the note of M. de Witte, 
the minister of finance, regarding the Brus- 
sels sugar convention. The article declares 
that the application of increased duties to 
refined sugar exported from Russia must be 
regarded as an infringement of existing 
treaties, and that such infringement would 
serve as a precedent for a whole series of 
similar acts. 

Referring to Russia’s answer to “ Ameri- 
ca's arbitrary increase of the sugar duty,.’’ 
the article contends that Russig is justified 
in taking similar action in analogous cases. 


Discussing the trust question generally,

Atlantic City, N. J., July 27.—[{Special.]— 
President Charles M. Schwab of the United 
States Steel corporation, who was reported 
ill last night, was apparently in the best of 
health and spirits today, and said that, 
while he had suffered a slight indisposition, 
he was not as ill as had at first been 
thought.

Great Lakes Builders Busy. 


“No new orders of importance are noted 
on the seaboard, and in this respect the out- 
look is not as favorable as it was a year ago. 
In the great lakes district there is every in- 
dication of a volume ef shipbuilding in 1903 
fully equal to the record year now closing. 
The lake shipbuilders close their year about 
midsummer, as their most active period is 
the fall and winter. In the year now closing 
they have built forty-three vessels, costing 
about $10,250,000. They already have for the 
coming year orders for twenty-eight vessels 
that are to cost about $7,250,000. This sum- 
mary does not, of course, take into account 
any Of the small vessels. It refers only to 
large steel ships. In this whole list of new 
lake vessels, for the year closing as well as 
the year-to come, only two are new barges.

tow barges on the lakes have recently been 
converted into steamers.’’ 


GREENBERG DAY INCOURT: | 
PERJURY CHARGE IS MADE. 


Notorious Constable to Be Called to Ac- 
count for a Raid in the Residence of 
Mrs. Nellie Driver. 


Constable Louis Greenberg will be called 
to account in Judge Chetlain’s court this 
morning. Attorney A. H. Heyman has 
asked the court for a writ of habeas corpus 
in favor of Mrs. Nellie Driver, whom Green- 
berg caused to be arrested on the charge 
that she ‘ willfully and feloniously opposed 
and resisted an officer.’’ 

Should the court discharge Mrs. Driver 
Greenberg will have to show that he is not 
guilty of several things alleged against him. 
the most important being that he committed 
perjury when he swore that Mrs. Driver had 
resisted him in the service of a writ. 

The case is the outgrowth of an invasion 
of the home of Mrs. Driver by Greenberg. 
According to Mr. Heyman, who says he has 
four witnesses to sustain his charges, Green- 
berg, accompanied by a negro, went to the 
residence of Mrs. Driver to serve a writ. 
When a maid opened the door Greenberg and 
the negro forced their way in and entered 
the room where Mrs. Driver was sitting. 

When Mrs. Driver started toward an ad- 
joining room Greenberg drew a revolver and 
threatened her with it. In the meanwhile 
the negro threw three valuable rugs out of 
the window. . 

Two neighbors entered and saw a part of 
the proceedings, and their appearance was 
a signal for Greenberg to leave. He and the 
negro took the rugs with them. 

Later Greenberg wrote out a complaint, 
which he signed and swore to before Justice 
J. G. Sheldon, charging Mrs. Driver with 
resisting an officer in the. service of a writ. 
Constable A. M. Chase served the warrant 
on Mrs. Driver, and she was taken before 
the justice, where she obtained a contin- 
uance.

Former Judge Thomas A. Moran will again 
seek to stop the Work on dam No. 2 by the 
drainage board this morning. Acting on be- 
half of William F.' Rice, a west side tax- 
payer, he will.ask Judge Hanecy to issue a 
temporary order restraining thé sanitary dis- 
trict from continuing the work below Joliet, 
which was begun with a view to developing 
water power. Attorney Moran sought an or- 
der last week, Dut Judge .Tuley declined to 
issue it until he heard sides the 
case, 

The sanitary. district will be annie by 
Attorney Henry 8. Robbins, who, it is ex- 
pected, will ask for a change of venue to 
some other judge. 


Calls It a Mysterious Fight. 

“The mysterious features of the fight 
against the district make our work a good 
deal like struggling with a man in the dark,”’ 
said Trustee William. Legner last evening. 
** We feel assured, however, we shall be able 
to save this valuable property for the peo- 
ple. If we defeat this injunction suit I sup- 
pose there will be other lines of attack, for 
the people interested in the syndicate seem 
bent on taking advantage of every point. 

“There is a general belief among the 
trustees that the injunction suit brought 
by Rice is closely allied with the plan of 
the Gaylord people.

been possible for a number of governments 
to come to an agreement as to beet sugar, a 
product which owes so much to direct gOV- 
ernmental encouragement. A general cam- 
paign against all industrial combinations 


which affect international commerce would 
be quixotic. 


FIREPROOF WOOD. 

At first thought fireproof wood seems 
about as reasonable as hot snow, but the 
New York Board of Underwriters, the New 
York building department, and the United 
States navy seem to have reached the con- 
clusion that wood can be so treated as to 
become, if not absolutely incombustible, at 
least so hard to ignite that the results are 
worth considering. The methods employed. 
im the process of fireproofing are thorough. 
The wood is placed in large steel cylinders 
in which a vacuum is created. The fire- 
proofing solution is then forced through the 
wood under high pressure. Drying coni- 
pletes the work. 


unbeliever. The name of the unbeliever is 
Atkinson, Edward Atkinson of Boston. One 
might suspect that Mr. Atkinson had fallen 


_ into the habit of discountenancing and dis- 


couraging new ventures, and was unable to 
see anything but peril in a change. This 
suspicion, however, will not hold in a case 
of this kind. As a publicist Mr. Atkinson 
may be several laps behind his age. As 
an insurance engineer he is several laps 
ahead of it. The general impression is that 
no man in the country knows more about in- 
surance engineering than does the New Eng- 
land “ anti-imperialist.” It is time to pay 
attention, therefore, when Mr. Atkinson. 
director of the insurance engineering experi- 
ment station at Boston, says that the “ fire- 
proof” wood is not fireproof, that it ignites 
readily, and that although it is less in- 
flammable than ordinary wood it yields to 
the heat of a burning building. So passes 
one’s hope of fireproof wood. It is possible, 
however, that further experiments may re- 
sult in discoveries that will stand Mr. At- 
kinson’s tests more successfully. At any 
rate, one hopes so. A fireproof wood is 
worth having. 


SCHOLAR, ADMINISTRATOR, FRIEND. 

Charles Kendall Adams had been out of 
the world of action for several months be- 
fore his death. As far as his fellow men 
‘were concerned his life had already ended. 
Like Heine on his “ mattress grave,” his 
only employment was to look back over his 
past deeds and to look forward to his ap- 
proaching dissolution. There were no rea- 
sons why the look forward should have been 
one of apprehension. ‘There were many 


reasons why the look back should have been 


one of satisfaction. Dr. Adams had proved 
himself to be a man in whom the rarest and 
most delightful qualities were united. His 
seholarship was both exact and humane. 


All this seems hopeful, but there is an | 


His administrative powers were late in 
coming into play but turned out to be as 
unusual as his powers of studious applica- 
tion. His personal charm made it possible 
for him to build up a university in which 
there was not only good machinery well ran 
but also that tone of content and good fel- 
lowship which comes only when the student 
body is united to’ its chief in the bonds of 
respect and of ‘love. 

History was Dr. Adams’ field of special 
study. The magnificent historical depart- 
ments of Cornell and Wisconsin bear wit- 
ness to his labors. At Wisconsin, of course, 
the State Historical society preceded Dr. 
Adams and had already brought together 
a valuable collection of documents and es- 
tablished a tradition of historical research. 
Without Dr. Adams, however, it may be 
doubted whether the department would 
quite have reached the development it now 
has. In European history, in particular, it 
was Dr. Adams who fostered and encour- 
aged. The result was that the medieval 
courses under Prof. Haskins are now as 
good as any in America, For this and for 
many other things the thanks of the west 
are due to the great and kindly old man who 
has just passed away from the world in 
which his memory will keep green for many 
years. 


WAR OVER WATER POWER. 

The Chicago drainage district has created 

a great water power. It has been from the 

beginning the expressed purpose of the trus- 


for the benefit of the district—which is the 
city of Chicago. The profits which can be 


are tempting. Hence the state, represented 
by the canal commissioners, desires to share 
in them. Private individuals, encouraged 
by the delay of the drainage district trus- 
tees in developing the water power they 
created, are making arrangements to anh- 
ticipate them. The city of Joliet is much 
interested. The establishment there of a 
great power plant will add materially to 
the industrial wealth of the city. The 
sooner the plant is built the better pleased 
will the people of Joliet be. 7 

It is desirable that the water power, which 
owes its existence to the expenditure of 
money contributed by the Ohicago taxpay- 
ers, should be used as far as possible for 
the benefit of the Chicagotaxpayers. Equi- 
ty demands this. On the other hand, it is 
not fair that private individuals should 
reap where they did not sow. It is notin 
accordance with justice that private indi- 
viduals should reach out for what right- 
fully belongs to the public. 

As matters stand the drainage district 
cannot hope to be the sole beneficiary of 
the new water.power. If the power must 
be divided it is better that it should be di- 
vided among public corporations for the 
benefit of taxpayers than that it should be 
engrossed by a private corporation. Hence 
it is expedient that the public corporations 
which are laying claim to the water power 
should get together. They should agree 
among themselves on a fair division and 
unite their forces against the private ad- 
versary. If they fight one another they may 
all suffer. . 


USES OF ANTI-IMPERIALISTS. 

The anti-imperialist party, a weak but 
persistent organization, of which Mr. Car! 
Schurz, Mr. Edward Atkinson, Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie, and a few others are members, 
has been holding a meeting in a secluded 
rural retreat and has resolved to keep up 
the war of words. This may seem a waste 
of energy on the part of men who are grow- 
ing old, and many of whom think there are 
a number of questions besides the Philip- 
pine question which call for their attention. 
The people have decided that there is to 
be no Philippine republic in this day and 
generation. It will take more of eloquence 
and argument than the anti-imperialists 
have at their command to make the people 
change their minds and turn the Filipinos 
adrift to shift for themselves. 

Nevertheless the voluble anti-imperialist 
party will have its humble uses. It will 
play the gadfly’s part and keep the people 
awake to the fact that there are Philippine 
islands and that they—the people—are gov- 
erning through their agents the islands and 
their inhabitants. Americans are so much 
absorbed in home matters that they are apt 
to be indifferent to what is going on at a 
distance. They have too little curiosity 
about Porto Rico, Hawaii, and other in- 
sular possessions, unless something exciting 
is happening in them. The people are in- 
clined to forget that they have islands and 
islanders and ought to take a lively con- 
cern in the progress of the latter. 

The incessant buzzing of the anti-impe- 
rialists will not persuade the people to give 
up the islands, but it will keep them in mind 
of the fact that they have the islands, are 
| responsible for their good government, and 
must keep a close watch on the men who 
govern in the islands so they may not drift 
into irresponsibility. The value of the anti- 
imperialist party is apparent. As the slave 
reminded the triumphing and exultant gen- 
eral that he was mortal, the anti-imperial- 
ists will remind the people that they have 
islands to look after and care for. 


JHE ENGLISH-CANADIAN LINE. 

The only imperial project which has been 
received favorably bythe conference of 
English colonial premiers is that of an inter- 
imperial subsidized ocean transport service, 
and only that part of it which relates to an 
English-Canadian transatlantic service 
seems likely to meet with immediate suc- 
cess. The Canadian national spirit prompts 
the dominion government to offer-subsidies 
on a larger scale than is warranted by the 
possible gain to Canadian commerce, and 
the authorities in London are impelled by 
the national alarm over the Morganization 
ef the British fleets to go’farther in the 
matter of government aid to a Canadian 
line than they have been willing to do in the 
past. That line will give the dominion di- 
rect British service with England which 
Canadians feel is necessary for their indus- 
trial and political security. 

The union of the American transconti- 
nental railroads and the lines of the Morgan 
syndicate has given to the American trans- 
portation interests a through service from 
Asia to Europe under substantially one con- 
trol, with consequent economy of operation 
and ability to fix rates. This places the 
Canadian Pacific railroad and its Pacitic 
fleet at a serious disadvantage. The Amer- 
ican lines can not only underbid the Cana- 
dians for the through freight from Europe 
to Asia, but they can enter into competition 
for Canadian trade flowing east and west. 
It is this consideration which has quickened 


ence to demand a share in the world’s traffic 
and freedom from the necessity of Ameri- 
can coéperation:in the development of Ca- 
nadian trade. 

For some time it has been manifest that 
the dominion was dissatisfied with its com- 
paratively isolated and dependent position, 
and that Canadians have felt they were 
stifled industrially by the subordination 
of their interests to those of their powerful

derived from the utilization of the power.

neighbor to the south. Americans have 
nothing to lose by the establishment of a 
subsidized fast line between Halifax and 
Liverpool. The charges on all transatlantic 
freight cannot but be affected, and there 
will be a reduction of at least twenty-four 
hours in the time during which the mails 
are in transit. This of itself will be of ma- 
terial advantage to American business. In 
the other British imperial schemes the peo- 
ple of the United States can only have the 
slightest interest. 


What Prof. Henderson of the University 
of Chicago says about compulsory accident 
insurance in Germany points out clearly 
enough the trend of events in Burope com- 
pared with the trend, or, rather, lack of 
trend, in this country. The United States 
has been more conservative in such matters 
than any other great nation in the world. 
For a full discussion of the question one 
may consult Adna Weber's article in the 
last Political Science Quarterly. 

There are two great principles of the com- 
mon law which lie athwart the progress of 
the compulsory insurance idea. We still 
believe in this country that if a working man 
is injured he must prove negligence on the 
part of his employer before he can recover 
damages. We also believe that if he is 
injured through the negligence of a fellow 
working man his right to recover damages 
is destroyed. This is the famous “ fellow 
servatit doctrine.” The burden of proof, it 
will be observed, is thrown on the employé. 

European countries, rightly or wrongly, 
have drawn away from our fellow servant 
doctrine and from our law of negligence. 
They compensate the working man for his 
injuries, no matter who or what was respon- 
sible for them. As early as 1838 the Prus- 
sians enacted a law providing that railway 
companies should be liable for accidents to 
their employés, the burden of proving negli- 
gence to rest, not on the employés, but on 
the companies. In 1884 the great act was 
passed which holds employers responsible 
for all accidents except those due to willful 
misconduct on the part of the victims. Un- 
der the operations of this act 20,000,000 
persons are today insured against the haz- 
ards of their occupations, and every year 
100,000 accidenta)] injuries are indemnified. 

Employer and employé together contrib- 
ute to the insurance fund. The employers 
are grouped together into associations by 
industries. These associations are rendered 
more formidable to the foreigner by being 
called berufsgenossensch*ften. They act 
as a guarantee to the working man against 
the-insolvency of his employer. Theannual 
cost of the whole enterprise amounts now 
to about $1.22 to every $100 on the wage 
role, 

In England the same principle has been 
adopted. The employés liability act of 1880 
restricted the privileges employers had en- 
joyed under the common law. The British 
workmen’s compensation act of 1897, car- 
ried through by a conservative government, 
established compensation for all accidental 
injuries irrespective of why and wherefore. 
The fact that there had been an injury was 
in itself enough. As Mr. Chamberlain said, 
“ When you enter upon a business you must 
consider accident compensation as much a 
trade charge as the provision you are now 
called upon to make for the repair of ma- 
chinery.” 

In the five years that have elapsed since 
1897 Denmark, France, Italy, Spain, Hol- 
land, Sweden, and two of the Australian 
colonies have enacted laws similar to that 
of England. Other states have shown a 
tendency to adopt the German and English 
idea. The United States, however, is still 
too prosperous and too individualistic to see 
the need of change. Shearman and Redfield 
in their text book on negligence have said 
that “the law of master and servant in its 
relation to the law of negligence affords, per- 
haps, the most striking example in the last 
half century of gross injustice done by the 
disposition to restrict responsibility and sup- 
press litigation,” but the temper of most 
lawyers and the indifference of the public 
make it seem unlikely that there will be any 
change in the near future. : 


| HONORING A STORY TELLER. 

‘Frenchmen have taken proper notice of 
the fact that a century has elapsed since 
Alexander Dumas was born. He is worthy 
of a centennial celebration. He was only 
a story teller, but he told stories well. He 
had no system of philosophy to enforce. 
He had no schemes of social organization to 
propose. He did not write novels for the 
purpose of rousing public opinion against 
eapital punishment or of exposing the hor- 
rors of the economic dependence of women. 
To him a story was a story, and if it was a 
good one deserved to be told. He had what 
Matthew Arnold called disinterested objec- 
tivity. And it was not only that he did not 
use his novels as the means of bringing his 
philosophy before the public. He went 
even further than that. If philosophy was 
out of his ken, psychology was too. Tol- 
stoi’s Resurrection ” and Edith Wharton's 
“ Touchstone” would be equally beyond 
him. One may even suspect that he would 
be glad that they were beyond him. He 
had no desire to reconstruct society. He 
had no desire to paint shades of emotion. 
In fact, when those shades ceased to be pri- 
mary colors and turned to lavender and ma- 
genta, he probably ceased to be interested. 

In Dumas’ novels people do things. Like 
Mr. Kipling’s lady at Suez, they may not be 
respectable but they cause things to be ac- 
complished. Hence it is that for the man 
who enjoys action and who cares little for 
introspection, and even for the man who, 
while he may have a liking for introspection, 
is still capable of losing himself in a tale 
which is given up to incidents rather than 
to situations, the “ Count of Monte Chris- 
to” and the “ Three Musketeers ” will have 
undying charm. They are the two books 
whith, of all those turned out by Dumas or 
by the Dumas manufactory, Seem most like- 
ly to live as long as those unapproachable 
tales of action, the “ Arabian Nights.” In 
fact, one might guess that as long as people 
read about Sindbad they will read about 
D’Artagnan. Immortality will touch both 
or neither. It is only fitting, therefore, that 
the creator of D’Artagnan should have his 
memory cherished. 


“JOIN THE ORGANIZATION.” 

At all his “ lawn parties” Mr. Lorimer 
appeals to the anti-machine men whom curi- 
osity may have attracted te them to * join 
the organization.” He assures them that if 
they come in in sufficient numbers they will 
become masters of the organization. They 
will be in a position then to depose party 
leaders who do not suit them and put more 
acceptable men in their places. Mr. Mad- 
den, like Mr. Lorimer, appeals to the out- 
siders to come inside and have a voice in the 
party management. “If we ever expect 
to elect a mayor in Chicago,” says he, “ we 
must get together and act asa unit.” 

There are unduly suspicious men who 
see in the often repeated advice to “ join 
the organization” only a cunning plan to 
decoy guileless independents into the 
clutches of the “ machine.”” No man binds 
himself irrevocably when he joins a ward 


club. He is at liberty to withdraw when-

ever he pleases if its methods do not suit 
him. He may find out that by reason of his 
membership he is able to promote the in- 
terests of men or measures he favors. It is 
permissible to doubt whether if all the out- 
siders were to accept the invitation ex- 
tended them they would be able to run the 
organization to suit themselves, but they 
would exert. a decided influence. 

It was accepted as true once that no one 
could exercise political influence who was 
not an active member of a party organiza- 
tion. There are many men nowadays who 
think they can do more outside an organiza- 
tion than within one. They are deaf to ap- 
peals to “come in.” They prefer to retain 
their wild freedom. They have too much 
individuality to submit to discipline and 
the yoice of the majority. They will not 
go into the fold and be guided by the shep- 
herd. 

There is but one way to get the votes 
of men of this kind for a candidate for 
mayor or for any other position. It is for the 
“ organization ” to nominate‘candidates ac- 
ceptable to them. If they will not come to 
the party the party must go to them, It 
was mortifying to Mahomet to go to the 
mountain—a: mere unintelligent heap of 
rock and clay—but as it would not come to 
him he went to it. 

So there are two ways of securing the 
unity which Mr. Madden says is desirable 
—~and which is desirable. One of them is 
for anti-machine men to “ join the organiza- 
tion” and to some extent influence it for 
good. Possibly some will join it. The 
other is to make nominations which are 
not only good in themselves but which also 
command the support of anti-machine men,

and actresses. They have found by 
experience that only by appealing directly to 
their pocketbooks is it possible to maintain 
discipline in the average company of players. 
Fines are imposed for all sorts of things. 


“ GUYING ” AN ACTRESS FROM THE WINGS. 


For instance, if a careless actor omits a 
strong line from his scene, and the stage 
manager notices the omission, he is likely 
to report the omission to the business man- 
ager of the company, with a request that a $5 
fine be imposed. 

It is just as bad to interpolate lines, a 
habit which many ambitious actors suffer 
from. They will add to the regular lines 
cf their part, which they think not worthy 
of them, some local “ gag,” perhaps with 
the idea of getting an additional laugh. 
Often such interpolations mar the scene, 
and a fine is almost certain to follow if the 
addition is made without first getting the 
consent of the stage manager. 

In comic opera and musical comedy com- 
panies it is often necessary to fine some of the 
young women in the chorus for attempting to 
attract special attention to themselves by 
wearing some individual costume or orna- 
ment outside of what is provided for the 
part by the management. 

One of the greatest nuisances of the stage 
is the tendency of some players to “ guy” 
the other actors while on the stage. I 
seems to be the height of the ambition of 
some actors to make their colleagues laugh 
in pathetic scenes, and often they will per- 
sist in such attempts even after several 
fines have been imposed as punishment for 
so doing. 

Sometimes such attempts are purely ma- 
licious, and are made by disappointed actors 
to “ break up”’ and injure their rivals, but 
more often they are simply the result of 
overfiowing anima! spirits. Once at Mc- 
Vicker’s during the last two years it was 
found necessary to fine a prominent actor 
$25 for what was plainly a deliberate at- 
tempt to turn a pathetic scene into a farce. 
The central figure in this scene was a 
young woman, and the climax came when

she tore open and read a letter which an- 
nounced the death of her parents. As she 
finished the letter she was supposed to burst 
into tears and to fall sobbing to the couch 
near which she stood. 

The actor, who was later fined, got hold 
of the envelope containing the pathetic 
letter and took from it the letter. In its 
stead he put an extremely amusing cari- 
cature of the stage manager and one of 
the members of the company. When the 
unfortunate actress opened the letter and 
was suddenly faced by this howling carica- 
ture she was almost overcome with laugh- 
ter and had to bury her face in one of the 
cushions of the couch in order to conceal 
ber mirth. As this was the third or fourth 
offense of the actor in question he was 
fined $25. 

At other times an actor will stand in the 
wings, out of sight of the audience, and 
make faces at a player on the stage with 
the idca of breaking him up, and there are 
many other ways of accomplishing the 
seme end. 

Louis James and J. H. Gilmore are two 
actors who are much given to guying on 
the stage, though neither of them ever 
aces it with any malicious purpose.

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GETS BACK HIS LOST GIRL 


COURT GIVES PLANTER CHILD 
BLOWN AWAY 9 YEARS AGO. 

Louisiana Man Establishes Identity of 
Baby Missing Since Cheniere Cam- 
mada Hurricane, When She, with 
Mother and Sisters, Were Swept 
Away — Family Resemblance De- 
cides Case—Found in Swamp by Fili- 
pino Fisherman After Tornado. 


New Orleans, La., July 27.—[Special.}— 
Judge Robert Hingle, in the District court of 
vemine yesterday decided the case of 
the waif of the Cheniere Cammada storm, in 
favor of Capt. M. Torrebonne, declaring that 
the little girl in dispute was his child. The 
case has aroused a great deal of interest as 
one of the most remarkable identifications on 
record. 

On Oct. 1, 1893, in the famous hurricane 
which devastated the Louisiana coast, the 
settlement of Cheniere Cammada was de- 
stroyed and over 2,500 persons there and on 
.the coast were drowned. Among those lost 
at Cheniere Cammada were the family of 
Capt. Torrebonne, whose wife and five chil- 
dren, including a little girl of 6, were swept 
out to sea and reported all drowned. The 
captain and three sons, who were absent 
from the settlement at the time, escaped. 
Nearly all the bodies were washed out in the 
gulf and never recovered. : 

Negro Woman Recognizes Child. 

A few months ago a negro woman reported 
to Capt. Torrebonne that she had seen in 
New Orleans a child looking much like one 
of his. The captain came to the city, saw 
the child, and claimed her as the daughter 
believed for nine years to have been drowned 
at Cheniere Cammada. There was not the 
glightest evidence to support his claim, and 


_ the girl did not know or recognize him. She 


was named Mary Lee and was supposed to 
be the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Lee 
of Iberville, La. 

Upon tnvestigation the Lees confessed that 
the girl was not their child, but had been 
adopted by them from the children’s home 
at Beauvoir, Miss. A further investigation 
brought to light the fact that the child had 
been brought to the home eight years ago 
by Sheriff Nunez of St. Bernard, who found 
her in the possession of a poor Filipino fish- 
erman named Galala Caballo, living in a 
palmetto hut in the Lake Borgne swamp. 
The Filipino confessed that the child had 
come to his hut with a German woman 
named Rosa, who he supposed was her 
mother. When taken to the children’s home 
she was as wild as an Indian and was with 
difficulty rescued from the Filipino to whom 
she had taken a liking. The Lees, who were 
well to do, had adopted and educated her 
and refused to surrender her. 


Court Gives Child to Father. 

The trial left little doubt that she is 
the child swept out to sea nine years ago 
and believed to have been drowned, but how 
rescued will never be known. The identifica- 
tion was perfect, the strongest feature be- 
ing the three surviving brothers, who bear 
the closest resemblance to her, and a slight 
cut In the ear due to am earring that had 
been caught in some bushes and pulled out. 

Judge Hingle declared the child to be the 
daughter of Capt. Terrebonne and turned 
her over to him.’

THE ACHILLES BUTTERFLY. 


Description of the Nature Study 
Picture Given Free with To- 
day’s “ Tribune.” 


The splendidly colored butterfly which is 
the subject of today’s TRIBUNE nature 
study is a native of South America, being 
found mostly in Brazil, the specimens shown 
in the study, which are life size, having 
been caught in the forests of Minas, south- 
ern Brazil, near.Bello Horizonte. The one 
on the right in the picture is the male, the

LETTER OF THE MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

BEPLY distressed on account of her 

childlessness, the duchess of Orleans, 

» who is by birth an Austrian archduch- 

ess, has just paid a visit to Lourdes in 

the hope that the pilgrimage: might 

bring about the fulfillment of her prayers 

and the realization of the so ardently yearned 
for joys of motherhood. 

While there are few who will not sympa- 
thize with the duchess, who is a singularly 
charming woman, universally liked, it may 
be questioned whether the royalist party in 
France are anxious for the birth of'a son and 
heir to the duke of Orleans. The latter ts 
80 unpopular and an object of such mingled 
aversion, exasperation, and contempt on the 
part of most French monarchists that they 
would always be filled with the dread lest 
any son that he might have would inherit his 
father’s shortcomings and thus still further 
handicap the royalist cause. 

Few people in France either expect or hope 
to see the duke of Orleans established on the 
throne. But royalist hopes are nearly all 
centered upon the childless pretender's 
younger brother, the exceedingly bright and 
promising Prince Ferdinand, duke of Mont- 
pensier, now 18 years of age, a sublieutenant 
in the Spanish navy, in which he has received 
his training, and the principal heir of his 
mother’s father, the late duke of Montpen- 
sier. Indeed, Prince Ferdinand is enormous- 
ly rich, or will be when he comes of 
age on his twenty-first birthday, and seems 
to possess all those qualities of/ tact, cour- 
age, and powers of fascination which are so 
lamentably absent in his elder brother. 

The duchess of Orleans was accompanied 
on her pilgrimage to Lourdes by a large suite, 
and the bishop of Montpellier, who is a scion 
of a royalist family, came specially from his 
diocese to Lourdes in order to preside at the 
religious ceremonies. At the close of the 
latter the duchess held a species of reception, 
ae h all the men and women kissed her 
hand paid her the homage due to a queen 
of France. 


Pilgrimages are almost as much in vogue 
among European royalty nowadays asinthe 
middle ages. Sometimes they go to J - 
salem and Bethlehem, while in other in- 
stances it is Lourdes or some hallowed spot 
less remote. One of the most notable pil- 
grimages in recent years has been that of 
the German emperor and empress to the 
holy land, which King Edward visited 
when quite a young man in the company of 
Dean Stanley. The late empress of Austria, 
Empress Eugénie, the late Empéror Fred- 
erick of Germany, Prince Henry of Prussia, 
the late crown prince of Austria and his 
wife, Prince Frederick of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein and his American wife, then princess 
of Noer and now countess of Waldersee, 
and the late Archduke Charles Lewis and 
his consort are among the long list of pil- 
grims to Jerusalem, to whom I must add 
the name of the present king of Italy. 


There are few more pathetic figures in old 
world royalty than these childless women. 
‘For it is not merely that they-are denied 
the joys of motherhood, but they realize full 
well that they are a source of bitter dis- 
appointment and often of ill-will, not only 
to their husband and to his family, but like- 
wise to his people on account of their fail- 
ure to provide an heir and thus contribute 
towards the perpetuation of the dynasty. 
Among the most notable instances thereof 
among these modern times have been the 
now widowed queen of Saxony, the still 
beautiful and fascinating queen of Wtirtem- 
berg, whose childlessness will have the effect 
of investing a Roman Catholic prince, a re- 
mote kinsman of her husband, with the 
succession to the throne of this essentially 
Protestant kingdom. Then there is Queen 
Draga of Servia, whose failure to provide 
an heir to her husband’s crown is certain 
to lead to all sorts of complications, culmi- 
nating in war in the southeast of Europe. 
Childless, too, is the wife of the crown 
prince of Baden, thanks to which the grand 
ducal throne will eventually go to a nephew 


of the present ruler; and equally childless 

eo far has been the marriage of the queen 

of the Netherlands, where the absence of 

male or female issue will have the effect of 

pte pd a German prince or princess to the 
rone. 


I am aware that the name of Queen Eliza- 
beth of Roumania is frequently included 
‘among the number of childless queens, and 
also that of Empress Josephine. But people 
seem to forget that “ Carmen Sylva” had a 
little girl, who died in early childhood, and 
that while Empress Josephine failed to bear 
any children to Emperor Napoleon, she had 
a son and a daughter by her first husband, 
the girl, Hortense de Beauharnais, becoming 
queen of the Netherlands and mother of Em- 
peror Napoleon III., while the son, who fig- 
ures In history as Prince Eugene, viceroy 
of Italy, became the founder of a family, 
the head of which is the now Russian duke 
of Leuchtenberg, Prince Romanowski, who 
ranks as a member of the Muscovite imperial 
family. 


Apropos of King Edward’s coronation, I 
have never seen mention made anywhere 
of the value of the crown with which the 
British monarch will eventually be invested 
in Westminster abbey. The minor stones 
alone have been estimated by the crown 
jewelers at $600,000, and this does not include 
any of the large sapphires, emeralds, rubies. 
and diamonds, especially the immense ruby 
which once graced the coronet of the black 
prince, the magnificent, huge sapphire in the 
center of the cross by which the crown !s 
surmounted, and another equally large sap- 
phire in the center of another Maltese 
cross in the front of the crown above the 
rim. No definite value can be accorded to 
these great jewels. But, according to a 
conservative estimate, the intrinsic worth 
of the crown isin the neighborhood of 


$4,500,000. 


f the shrewdest diplomats in the serv- 
ge czar, Privy Councilor Nicholas 
Ilarionoff, who has lately been fulfilling the 
duties of consul general at Salonica, and as 
such had the direction of all that network 
of secret Muscovite by 
southeaster rtion oO urope is - 
combed, and without any 
warning resigned his position and entered 
holy orders as a monk in that wonderful 
monastery known as Mount Athos, which, 
situated on Turkish soil, partakes more of 
the nature of a fortress, within etriking dis- 
tance of Constantinople, than of a religious 
establishment. It has all along been as- 
serted that the monks of Mount Athos, who 
number several thousand, most of them for- 
mer soldiers and officers, were in reality a 
Russian outpost and more busily engaged 
in political intrigue than in their religious 
duties, and, this being the case, one istempt- 
ed to ask whether the withdrawal of Privy 
Councilor Dlarionoff from the world is due 
to piety or to politics. 


Just before leaving Madrid for San Sebas- 
tian—it was on the afternoon of July 2 last— 
King Alfonso, while coming down the steps 
of the palace with his mother and sister 
to go out driving, caught sight of a priest, 
who, preceded by an acolyte, was bearing 
the last sacraments to some dying person. 
As soon as the royal party reached the foot 
of the steps the king hastily dispatched an 
officer to request the priest to take his seat 
in the royal carriage, and then knelt until 
this had been done, the queen and all the 
gentlemen and ladies in attendance follow- 
ing his example. Thereupon the king gave 
directions that the carriage should proceed 
at a foot pace to the house to which the 
priest was bound, and himself, with his gen- 
tlemen, followed bareheaded behind it until 
the. sacraments had reached their destina- 
tion. The spectacle recalled the historic 
scene in which Rudolph of Hapsburg, the 
founder of the imperial Austrian dynasty, to 
which the king belongs through his mother, 
figured in a similar manner.

tter racing. The downfall yesterday will 
of course insure a track more or less dead 
today, but there has been a gradual im-

Asa result of the tracks affording a better 
footing some of the trainers, like P. Dunne 
and Edward Corrigan, have been working 
horses the last week that had been idle all 
through the year. The trainers were wait- 
ing for a good, safe track. Many owners 
have one or two horses of this kind, and it 
will. not be surprising if a change in. the 
weather should result in the springing of a 
few surprises upon the racing public. | 

‘I have one or two youngsters in my 
stable that I think may do well, but I 
haven't had a chance to try them and find 
out,” is an expression that has been hear 
a number of times. 

Jt is also quite probable that if a, change 
im the track conditions comes along there 
will be a series of surprises in the showing 
made by the horses which have raced steadi- 
ly in the sticky going and will be beaten by 
the fresher animals that come out. 


Three Stakes This Week. 

Three stakes are down tor decision the 
present week at Harlem—the Emerald handi- 
cap, for steeplechasers, the Test stakes, for 
2 year olds, and the Superior handicap, for 
6 year olds and upwards. The last men- 
tioned event is at the unusual distance of 
a mile and a half, and is on the program 
for Saturday. As it has $2,500 added, there 
doubtless will be a good field. 

There is a growing disposition to criticise 
the scale of weights observed by local secre- 
taries for the handicap events. The com- 
plaint is that entirely too many lightweights 


.| get into the events, and thereby interfere 


with the chances of the good horses. In 
other words, horses which have pienty of 
chances to win selling races creep into the 
stake events and spoil the winning chances 
of horses that cannot be placed in selilng 
events. The instance of Argregor in the 
Monadnock stakes is cited by those who 
believe the Boots horse. might have won 
had he not met with so much interference. 
** No horse should be allowed in a handicap 
under 100 pounds,"’ declared a horseman on 
Saturday. “If he hasn’t a chance to win 
with that weight he ought to stay out of the 
way of good horses that the public wants to 
see race. If so many of the lightweightedid 
not get into these stake races you would 
see more of the good horses stay in Chicago 
instead of going elsewhere.”’ 


Bad Actors Are Favored. 


The discussion started last week in regard 
to the custom prevailing on local tracks of 
giving bad actors the rail regardiess of 
the position they draw for a race has at- 
tracted considerable attention, and the opin- 
jon seems to be almost unanimous that the 
practice should be changed. “I fail to see 
the necessity of schooling horses under this 
system,” said a man who spends most of 
ahe season on the eastern tracks, “‘ because 
if a horse is a bad actor it is likely to turn 
out in his favor. There ig no question about 
the advantage of a rail position, especially’ 
in sprint races, A horse which is No. 1 on 
the program may look like a 2 to 1 shot until 
it is found after they have gone to the post 
that the starter has shoved this horse out 
into the middle of the track to make room 
for some crazy, kicking brute which he 
wants over next to him on the rail. Inthe 
east they make such horses stay on the out- 
side or put them far back, out of the way 
of the other horses.” 

It is an observable feature, however, of 
the work of Starter Holtman that he does 
mot as a rule particularly favor the pole 
horse (as they say among the trotters) in 
sending his fields away, and quite frequently 
the inside horse, if he is not a quick break- 
er, suffers instead of gains by his position. 
Mr. Holtman believes the present custom 
is entirely justifiable and that the starter, 
whose work is difficult under all circum- 
stances, should be allowed to place the 
horses where he can get the field away the 
most evenly. 


Judges Clear Buchanan. 


The suspension of Jockey Buchanan last 
week, although followed by his reinstate- 
ment next day, caused quite a flutter in local 
turfdom. The Chicago Jockey club officials 
became satisfied after an investigation that 
Buchanan’s failure to finish second with 
Searcher on Friday was due to a badly 
judged ride rather than to dishonest inten- 
tions, and also that the Hildreth horse wasa 
bit short, as all horses are likely to be in these 
day of in-and-out track conditions. It was 
apparent that Buchanan had no idea of beat- 
ing Orontas, the 7 to 10 favorite, from the 
start, but that he meant to get his horse 
home in time to win second money, but that 
Searcher did not close as well as he expected 
him to do. 


Rush Work on Hawthorne Stand. 


The Chicago Jockey club expects to have 
its own plant at Hawthorne ready for its 
hext meeting, which is scheduled to open 
three weeks from today. Work is being 
pus on the new grandstand, and it should 
be under roof within nine days.

New York, July 27.—[Special.]—Gold Heels 
will not race again before the fall meeting 
at Morris park, and may not be trained be- 
fore next year. His condition this afternoon 
encouraged the belief that he would be ready 
to run this fall. He limped while walking 
about in the field at Gravesend, but while 
permitted to.eat grass rested his weight on 
his left fore foot as well as the right one. 

Matt Allen was depressed by the fact that 
the pride of his stable was disabled, but was 


pleased by the indications that the horse's. 


turf career is not ended. Speaking of the in- 
jury that compels the temporary retirement 
of the winner of the Suburban and Brighton 
handicap and the Brighton cup, he said: 

“It is the back tendon that is in trouble, 
and the leg has filled to about an inch above 
the pastern joint. I don’t think the sheath 
of the tendon is ruptured, because he rests 
his weight on the foot and doesn't seem to 
be suffering much pain. That the horse hit 
himself is almost a certainty. It looks as if 
he might race again this year, and I will try 
to get him in shape for Morris park if it-can 
be done with safety. I want to race him 
next year, and he is so good that he is worth 
waiting on. If he had been well he woulkdn’t 
be pointed for the coming Saratoga handicap 
next Monday because he would have to carry 
134 pounds if he started—129 they put on him 
and five pounds penalty for yesterday's race. 
I had no intention todo much with him for 
the next two months.except in weight for 
age races. 

Wonderful Weight Carrier. 

* and at that it doesn’t appear to make a 
bit of difference to him whether he has 105 
pounds or 125 on his bac He is the most 
peculiar horse in that respect I ever knew. 
Another peculiarity is he has the thickest 
tail bone 1 ever knew a racehorse to have, 
and he must have a backbone to correspond, 
which probaly accounts for his weight car- 
rying ability. I doubt if this country has 
ever produced another thoroughbred like 
him. He is wonderfully rapid, and strong as 
he is rapid. That's why I told Georgie Odom 
to run the first mile yesterday in 1:40, and I 
didn’t care if he did it in 1:39, because I 
wanted the race ended when they had gone 
that far, so that he could have everything 
his own way afterward. He didn’t observe 
a single instruction, and I can’t understand 
how a boy with so much good sense as Geor- 
gie has could have done as he did. I must 
blame him for what happened to Gold Heels. 

‘* Whether I will go to Saratoga or not has 
not been decided. Major Daingerfield will 
start in the Brighton Derby next Saturday. 
If he comes out of that all right he may go 
to the springs. I would like to have him meet 
those western horses up there if the condi- 
tions would be fair. I see Articulate is up 
there.

fixed.

Wheat Closes Lower. 


Ali through the week wheat was dominat- 
ed by weather conditions. There were days 
when little or no rain was reported through- 
out the winter wheat, but they were de- 
cidedly in the minority. When it was mod- 


erately fair, the market showed a good deal 


of easiness and no great degree of strength 
when the conditions were bad. The general 
course of the market was downward, July 
wheat closing Saturday night 2c lower than 
the previous Saturday. At no time during 
the week was it over 77c. The low point 
was a week ago today, when the July sold at 
73%c. The close was at T4ec. 
Notwithstanding all the bull news that has 


been sent out, the general disposition of the 
local trade was to let it go on any hard 


Spots rather than load up heavily on the soft 
ones. Around the middle of the week there 
was a good deal of talk of the accumulation 
of several large lines in September, but 
later one heard less of them, and they be- 
came less of a market factor. 


Content with Narrow Profits. 


There has been unquestionably more or 
less buying of September. and also the more 
deferred futures, but they are not held for 
any extravagant profits. Considering th2 
narrow range of the market, this does no« 
generally seem to be expected. Traders are 
satisfied with a narrow profit, and the trade 
is of a character which runs quickly even 
from a small! loss. 

The week has proved that it is a difficult 
thing to bull the market in the face of a 
new crop. While it is admitted the move- 
ment is a late one, the trade generally has 
prepared itself for fairly large figures on 
both the yield and acreage. The movement, 
however, is late. Nowhere the usual pro- 
portion of new wheat has come to this 
market during the week, and the proportion 
of contract grade in the receipts that have 
been reported is discouragingly small. In 
bushels the receipts for the week were 1,148, - 
000 bu, While shipments were only 314,000 bu. 
This would indicate something of an accu- 
mulation, and it is also true of many other 
points except the milling places. 

In this market there is an excellent demand 
from grinders. No. 1 northwestern was 
scarce all the week, at a premium ranging 
from 1%c to 1%c over the July. 


Better Export Movement. 


The export demand, however, was better 
than the previous week, Bradstreet’s figures 
showing quite a substantial increase, al- 
though far under those of last year. World's 
shipments, to be posted today, are expected 
to show an increase of some 2,000,000 bu 
over the previous week, and to be in the 
neighborhood of 7,000,000 bu. 

There is the usual diversity of opinion as 
to the extent to which wheat is being injured 
in stack, but no reports are of a particularly 
discouraging character. The wide diversity 
in these reports is putting the trade consid- 
erably at sea as to thereal conditions. With 
this uncertainty there is the natural lack 
of speculation, which in turn is contributing 
to a gradually lower range of prices. There 
was at no time during the week any special 
break. The course, however, was fraction- 
ally lower almost every day except Wednes- 
day. The bulls still have confidence that 
better prices will ensue, while the bears 
are equally certain that for many months 
to come wheat will not be higher than it is 
now. 


Corn Also s Lower. 


The week in corn was not one of any spe- 
celal excitement. The July delivery, in which 
there is thought to be still a few outstand- 
ing shorts, reached its best point on Thurs- 
day, when the price was 70c. The low point 
was on Tuesday, 654%4c. This 4%c was the 
entire range for the week, the market clos- 
ing on Saturday at 68c, against 67%c the 
previous Saturday. September was even a 


slower deal, the market ranging from 61%c . 
on Tuesday to 58%c on Saturday. The corn |} 


bulls were more or less discouraged at times 
by the free receipts and the larger propor+ 
tion which was found to be contract. - There 
is, however, a good deal of fear that the 
movement from this time on is not going to 
be a pafticularly large one, owing to the 
excessive rains in about all the corn states. 
It has’ been heavy enough ‘to already check 
the output from Nebraska, where roads are 
in extremely bad condition. 

A smaller degree of interest than was no- 
ticeable last week attaches to the July de- 
livery. This gives promise of “ going out ”’ 
in an entirely natura! manner, notwithstand- 
ing the fancy premium over the Septem- 
ber.. The strong cash market is working a 
good dea] in sympathy with the July, but it

More Oats Offering. 


The situation in oats was one of decided 
strength all the week, the new July making 
a record breaking price on Friday when it 
sold at 72c, as compared with 60\¢c the pre- 
vious Tuesday. But the sensational feature 
of the week came in on Saturday, when 
there was a sharp slump from 7ic down to 


}.55c. This was accompanied by rumors that 


the July corner had terminated in about the 
game manner as the July corn deal, but the 
subsequent recovery in price from Sic to 57c, 
the closing, rather contradicted these stories. 

It is considered a fact, however, that the 
larger shorts have covered, and that this in- 
terest has been so materially cut down that 
shorts will no longer be the supporting fac- 
tor. The principal bull interests insist that 
private settlements have not been made. If, 
therefore, the short interest has been largely 
eliminated it must have been brought about 
by covering. The long line held by the bull 
interest in the September is also said to have 
been thrown overboard, which operation had 
a decidedl} weakening effect on the July. 
This line, however, was not much over 500,- 


000 bu. 
Practically all of the oats states are send- 
ing in some bullish dispatches and letters on 


the condition of the oats remaining uncut.. 


The weather has been altogether against 
these operations, and in many sections, prin- 
cipally Illinois and Indiana, it is feared that 
hundreds if not thousands of acres will never 
be touched. The white oats raised in Indiana 
are reported so badly stained that not much 
is expected of them in the way of the grade. 
Pork suffered more or less of a decline dur- 
ing the week, closing 50c to 60c lower than 
the previous week, while ribs lost only 30c 
to 40c, lard remaining unchanged. The 
weakness in pork was caused principally by 
liquidation early in the week, but at the de- 
cline there was a good outside trade on the 
buying side. Packing interests generally 
felt friendly to lard and gave it better sup- 
port during the week than was accorded

AMERICAN SROCKS 


THIS BOOM THE PRINCIPAL FE4- 
TURE IN LONDON MARKET. 


Pessimistic Prophets Less Clamorous 
in Prédictions of Collapse—Tenden- 
ey to Accept Lower Rate of Interest 
Held Accountable for Advances— 
Weakness tm Kaffirs Marked and 
Failures Likely to Result—Demand 
for Money Affects Loans.

LONDON, July 26.—The upward trend of 
all American securities continues to be the 
étfe bright spot in the London markets, 
Pessimistic prophets still give utterance to 
forebodings, but less loudly than a week 
ago. The public has ventured only gingerly 
into the market, purchases being made 
chiefly by those who always seem to desire 
to buy at highést prices. 

There has been some professional buying 
of generally neglected American shares, but 
inquirers are told most of the buying is from 

w York. There is a marked disposition, 
owever, among the majority of operators 
to take a favorable view of the situation, and 
place no strong reliance on the sensational 
reports of manipulation of certain stocks for 
purely speculative purposes. 


Smaller Profits Are Accepted. 

The closest observers seem convinced that 
the chief reason for the recent booming of 
certain American railroads is due to more 
modest expectations regarding percent- 
age of profit in railways on the part of 
American investors, and the growing idea 
that the present financial condition of the 
principal American roads is sound, and that 
troublous times are about over. 

There continues to be a great scarcity of 
certain st cks, and orders are often hard io 
fill, one operator reporting that he was 
compelled to make twelve purchases to get 
100 shares. According to the best obtainable 
information, the continued weakness in Kalt- 
firs is due at least as much to overloading 
of accounts here as to the unsettled condi- 
tion of political affairs in ‘south Africa, 
which, however, must affect the situation. 

This weakness inevitably has affected other 
branches sympatheticaily, especially home 
railroads, dividends in which have been as 
good as could have been expected during a 
cool, rainy summer after a year of bad busi- 
ness. 


Small Failures Are Predicted. 

Half a dozen sma]! failures were predicted 
to result from the Kaffir settlement now on. 
In the money market the chief feature has 
been the high rates asked for long bills, while 
short paper, especially the day bills, is in 
brisk demand. Nobody wants to lock up 
money long. The failure of the Victoria 
loan, following the failure of the Bast India 
railway loan, shows clearly that the public 
is not looking for such investments, however 
good, just now. It has been said that the 
underwriters of the Victoria loan were forced 
to take 80 per cent themselves, but I have 
good authority for saying that 90 to 95 per 
cent is nearer the mark. 

Lombard street, which is to say, the dis- 
count houses, has been quite free of debt 
to the Bank of England lately, but, on the 
other hand, large numbers of operators who 
have been carrying consols for themseives 
and clients are still largely indebted, so the 
money situation is practically unchanged. 


Cut in Dividend Talked Of. 


It f% understood preference shareholders 
of the district railway will not be called upon 
on Monday next to consent to a reduction in 
the nominal interest rate, which is 5 per cent, 
and they will demand some reasonable com- 
pensation. Holders of most of the ordinary 
stock are believed here to be Americans, 
and it is inferred that the proposal emanates 
from them. There has been much talk, but 
few facts have been divulged regarding the 
American proposition to buy up the Lan- 
cashire spinning mills. I learn there is some 

sort of foundation for the rumors, but that 
is all thus far. : 

The Financial Times prints a long inter- 
view with Jefferson Levy, in which he as- 
serts the recent depression of American sc- 
curtties was largely due to mistaken utter- 
ances of financial writers. He says Russia’s 
opposition to the trusts is undisinterested 
and due to her desire to crush the Standard 
Oll company. He believes existing laws in 
America are ample to deal with the trust 
problem and that the prosperity of the com- 
pany in all branches was never greater.

NEW ELEMENT IN SROCKS 


WESTERN MEN DRIVE VALUES 
TO A HIGH POINT. 


Cause Investors to Sell for the Imme- 
diate Profit and Make Brokers Be- 
come Conservative—Banks Forced 
to Decrease Their Reserves Largely 
in. Order to Finance the Large Spec- 
ulation—Bold Schemes of Railroads 
Are Factors in the Market.

NEW YORK, July 26.—[{Special.J—An 


precedented condition of affairs exists in the 
stock market. A comparatively new éle- 
ment, strong in financial resources and adept 
in commercial trading, has taken hold of va- 
rious railway securities and has stimulated 


a market in them at an advance in prices to 


a level that has not only surprised invest- 
ment interests and brought them into the 
market as sellers but has induced experi- 
enced dealers in securities, both brokers and 


their customers, to pursue @ conservative > 


policy. 
, Saturday’s statement of averages of the 


associated banks is exceedingly interesting 


and significant for the light that it throws 


upon one phase of the situation. Itis a most 


important ore, since it relates to the re- 
sources, without which it is impossible to 
conduct business—namely: the funds avail- 
able for accommodations. The increase of 
nearly $10,000,000 in the loans of the banks 
shows that those institutions have been 
drawn upon heavily to conduct the wild 
speculation in the high priced stocks this 
week, 

During’ the previous week the demand for 
accommodations was supplied largely in the 
foreign exchange market, but now that Lon- 
don is selling stocks upon an extensive scale 
foreign credits have been curtailed, and in 
consequence $2,650,000 gold has been shipped 
to Europe to meet a small fractional part of 
maturing obligations. With the foreign 
source of supply shut off, the oversanguine 
western speculators have fallen back upon 
local resources, hence the large increase in 
loans and consequent increase in deposits, 
which call for reserves in excess of the un- 
expectedly large increase in lawful money 
shown by Saturday’s statement. 

The significant fact is that just as the 
banks are beginning to strengthen their re- 
sources partly from unusual disbursements 
by the treasury, and also by receipts of gold 
from the Klondike, so that they may be in a 
position to meet the demand for currency to 
move the maturing crops that will shortly 
be made, the short sighted speculators re- 
ferred to have promptly exhausted the mod- 
erate addition to the banks’ supplies of cash. 
By doing so they are inviting discomfort for 
themselves and those who are foolish enough 
to follow them. 


The situation outside of Wall street ap- 
pears to be unusually satisfactory. While 
there has been damage to the crops in vari- 
ous sections of the country, chiefly by ex- 
cessive moisture, the agricultural outlook 
as a whole is exceedingly promising. Incon- 
sequence general business is good, the pros- 
pects of a heavy fall trade are excellent, and 
railway traffic returns are satisfactory. 
The most important development this week 
was the informally announced plan of the 
new owners of the Rock Island railway com- 
pany to readjust its capitalization by in- 
creasing it nearly threefold. It ie the boldest 
move that has yet been made in railway 
financing, and its progress will be watchéd 
with the greatest interest. Rock Island sold 


‘on Saturday at the highest price yet recorded 


for it, and at a moderate reaction showed a 
net advance for the week of 1744 points. This 
demonstrates that the control of the stock 
is in few hands. :

\ARMOUR-HAMMOND DEAL MAY BE 
CLOSED THIS WEEK. 


Lyman of Latter Company 


Returns and Papers for Transfer of 
That Concern Expected Be 
Signed in a Few Days — Statement 
Made That Definite Announcement 
Will Soon Be Issued—Will Remove 
Competitor from Field. 


President Jesse P. Lyman of the G. H. 
Hammond:company returned from New 
York: yesterday, and with his arrival the 
report became current that the deal practi- 
cally had been closed for the absorption of 
the Hammond company by Armour & Co. 

Mr. Lyman refused to confirm the report, 
but said there would be something definite 
in a few days. It is reported the papers will 
be signed this week consolidating the two 
big packing plants. 

Mr. Lyman said the high prices pre- 
vailing in the markets during the last year 
had reduced the income of the packers ma- 
terially, and that the consumption of pack- 
ing house products had been reduced as a 
result. He said the operating expenses of 
the packers had increased instead of di- 
minished, and these, with the extremely 
high price of stock, which had forced the 
packers to sell with small margins to their 
credit; made it practically impossible for 
them to continue as they had in the past. 


Combine to Reduce Expenses. 


Under these circumstances Mr. Lyman in- 
timated ‘that it was natural the packers 
should seek some way to curtail expenses, 
and the only way open was believed to lie 
in the concentration of interests. The com- 
bination of all the companies which it was 
found possible to induce to sell would re- 
move many competitors from the field and 
eliminate a large portion of the operating 
expenses, which have been, found a great 
drain upon their resources. 

The purchase of the Hammond company’s 
interests by Armour & Co. will remove a 
powerful competitor from the field in South 
Omaha and in this city and give the ab- 
sorbing company a new plant in St. J oseph, 
Mo,,' and at Hammond, Ind., the former be- 
ing in a rich field which Armour € Co. have 
thought of entering for some time. Seven 
years ago the proposition was seriously 
considered by the firm to establish one of its 
largest plants at St. Joseph. 

In addition to eliminating the company 
from the western field, Armour & Co. will 
have more of the Chicago territory to itself, 
as the Hammond company is building large 
houses in the stockyartds with a view’ to 
transferring its interests from Hammond to 
this city. 


History of Hammond Company. 


The G. H. Hammond company was or- 

ganized in 1890 under the laws of Michigan. 
Its capital stock is $4,000,000, of which 
$3,600,000 has been issued. The company is- 
sued $1,650,000 first mortgage 6 per cent 
bonds, which have been reduced by the pay- 
ment of $100,000. The original concern was 
the G. H. Harfmond company, limited, an 
English corporation. It was liquidated and 
the American company, which absorbed its 
interests, established the Hammond Beef 
company, limited, under the British laws. 
The principal agencies. of the company are 
Chicago, New York, Boston, Detroit, Lon- 
don, and Liverpool, England. Ninety per 
cent of the stock is owned in this country. 
The plants of this company are located in 
South Omaha and Hammond, Ind. 
.In February, 1898, the Hammond Packing 
company was incorporated under the laws 
of Illinois with a capital stock of $1,250,000. 
The packing houses under its control are in 
St. Joseph, Mo. 

The same officers have control of both 
companies and the general agencies are the 
same. In the event of a sale to Armour

CONTROL OF MEAT INDUSTRY. 


Official Census Bulletin Shows How Big 
Packers Are Closing Out Small- 
er Rivals. 


Washington; D. C., July 27.—[Special. }— 
The progress of the centralization of the 
control of the meat slaughtering and packing 
industry of the country is shown in a census 
bulletin just issued. The bulletin shows that 
a capital of $189,198,264 is invested in the 
industry, and that the value of the yearly 
product reaches the enormous total of $785,- 
562,433. 

From 1880 to 1890 the value of products in- 


creased $258,429,285, or 85 percent. The num-. 


ber of establishments was 1,118 Under the 
system of concentration which was adopted 
by the large packers, the number of estab- 
lishments from 1890 to 1900 rapidly decreased. 
In the ten years 197 wholesale slaughtering 
and meat packing establishments were 
wiped out by the methods of the combined 
siaughter houses of Chicago, St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, and Omaha. In other words, near- 
ly 200 prosperous establishments, chiefly in 
the east, were undersold by the large estab- 
lishments of the west until they were forced 
to go out of business. 

In the District of Columbia in ten years 
the number of establishments was reduced 
by the destructive methods from 24 to 7, in 
Illinois from 81 to 64, in New York from 181 
to 110, in Missouri from 68 to 37, in Ohio 
from 138 to 71, in New Jersey from 50 to 41, 
in Pennsylvania from 242 to 111, in Wiscon- 
sin from 22 to 13, in Rhode Island from 10 
to 7, and in Connecticut from 15 to 12. 

While these troublesome competitors of 
the great meat houses of the west were be- 
ing reduced the capital employed in the in- 
dustry increased from $116.887,.504 in 1890 
to $159,198.264 in 1900, and the value of 
product jumped from $561,611,668 to $785,- 


562 433, 

The bulletin shows that the total number 
of beeves slaughtered in 1900 was only 
108.867 in excess of 18090, and yet the cost 
which the consumer paid was $54,017,002 
more. This increase is about equal to the 
further one made this year in the price of 
beef by the trust, and would seem to show 
that the packers have been raising the price 
as the result of a settled policy for several 
years. 

Packers assert that in this period the cost 
of cattle increased per anima! from $36.66 in 
1800 to $44.72 in 10900, and that the cost of a 
single sheep increased from $3.94 to $4.06. 

The production of beef, sold fresh, is so 
large as to be almost incomprehensible— 
2,920,458,297 pounds were produced in 1900, 
an increase of 212,138,337 pounds, or 7.8 per 
cent over 1890. The value of this beef in- 
creased in greater proportion, advancing 


from an average price of 5.6 cents per pound | 


in 1880 to 7.2 cents per pound in 1900, or 28.6 
per cent.

Get Well if No Medicine Was

out of twenty acute diseases will get well 
anyhow whether medicine is taken or not.”’

which he gives me to preserve my health, 
until, at least, they cease to use the means | 


which he gives to allay hunger.

The laws of health and laws of healing are 
God's laws and all curative agencies are of 
his appointment. No one can be acquainted 
with the work done in modern hospitals by 
modern physicians and surgeons and not be-

“The chief element in recovering from 
any disease is to enlist the mind to assist the . 
Scores of the most painful diseases © 
have been cured by mental treatment. The 
books of scientific medicine are full of such 
cases.
